He Is Wanted By Some of His Cred­ 
itors—Other Interesting News 
of a Local Nature. 


It has been known for some tim e that 
the gripmen and conductors in tbe em­ 
ploy of the Pacific Railway Company 
have been discontented with th e wages 
which they were receiving, and have 
been making efforts to obtain an ad­ 
vance. 
Some time ago a petition was 
sent in to Mr. Robinson, the Superin­ 
tendent of the line, asking that th e wages 
of thoBe whose nam es were signed be 
raised from 18 cents to 22)£ cents an hoar. 
The petition was forwarded to Chicago, 
but Mr. Holmes, the President of the 
company, returned answer th a t nothing 
could be done until the entire system was 
completed. 
The system was recently completed by 
the opening of the 8eventh-street line, 
and 
the 
men 
im mediately 
circu­ 
lated 
a 
petition 
again asking for 
an 
advance. 
This was laid before 
Mr. Robinson by a committee of five 
gripmen last evening. A conference of 
about an hour took place. Mr. Robin­ 
son explained th at the present author­ 
ities of the road had not established the 
existing Beale of wages, but had taken it 
from the original company. 
H e said the 
directors had contemplated m aking some 
advance in the m en’s pay as soon as the 
system was completed, and he was pre­ 
pared to accede to any reasonable com­ 
promise. The men on their part showed 
a willingness to compromise the m atter, 
and an agreement was soon reached. 
The 
pay 
of the men 
was 
to be 
advanced from the first of 
January 
to 
tw enty 
cents 
an 
hour, 
and 
the pay of those who had been in 
the employ of the company a whole year 
should be 22% cants an hour. The com­ 
mittee bad no power to accept this ar­ 
rangem ent, but the men individually ex ­ 
pressed their approval of it and it will 
undoubtedly be accepted by the organis­ 
ation which they represent. 
In the course of the conference, which 
was an open affair, Mr. Robinson paid a 
high tribute to the excellent record which 
the gripmen had made in running the 
cars such a length of time without an 
accident. The best of feeling seemed to 
prevail between both sides engaged in 
the discussion, and the decision finally 
reached appears to reflect credit upon 
the good judgm ent of both.

They, as well 
as their m other before her death, had 
lived in New Orleans with a family by 
the name of Donohue. They never beard 
of their grandfather and had forgotten 
him , when one day they were atortied to 
see an advertisem ent requesting infor­ 
mation of the whereabouis of Eliza 
W hite, niece of Thomas W hite. Tbe 
sisters wrote a letter conjointly to tbe ad­ 
dress given, in which they told of their 
parentage and tbeir grandm other’s deser­ 
tion by her husband. 
THKIB OBANDVATHER’S DEATH. 
W ith much wealth Mr. W hite h ad 
come to New York and he grew anxious 
to see his daughter. 
In 1886 he wrote 
his friend Blake a letter requesting him 
to come to York. On Mr. Blake’s ar­ 
rival White instituted inquiries in New 
Orleans which turned out successfully, 
though before tbe news of Eliza W hite’s 
death or tbe letter of her children had 
reached New York old Thomas Whita 
died. 
H is estate was divided under letters of 
adm inistration given his sister, M rs. 
Mortimer, tbe nearest kin of the de­ 
ceased, as it was thought. These letters 
were issued in July, 1889, through an 
action of Mrs. M ortimer and her son on 
the British Consul-General in Ban Fran­ 
cisco. Very strange were the events 
which succeeded their knowledge of the 
fact that tbe two alleged grandchildren 
of Thomas W hite had been found in New 
Orleans. They began a search them ­ 
selves because they adhered to the belief 
that it was in truth Thomas W hite’s 
niece he was searching for, and they said 
that he coaid not have m arried M argaret 
Burns in 1836, he being at th at time ia 
Great Britain or part ef it—stationed in 
Canada. They found in New Orleans 
the record of another Thomas W hite 
who went to California, and also father 
of a child nam ed Eliza. 
She had died like the others, and 
stranger still, had lived in her childhood 
in care of an Irish family, whose name 
was Donohue. The records of the parish 
showed this, though it was not on record 
that 
she also bad married Antonio 
Caymo. The most astonishing part of 
this is th at wherever old Thomas W hite 
went there went also the Thomas W hite 
discovered 
by 
Mrs. 
Mortimer. The 
movements of the two appear to have 
been exactly sim ilar nntil they first 
came to Naw York to live, when the 
itineracy of the other ceased. Thom as 
White, the original, lived on W est Forty- 
third street the life of a herm it. 
Sequel—The revelation of the identity 
of these two individuals rem ains for the 
light which the court proceedings m ay

A General Resume of the 
Situation. 


TBS ZACT8 KHOWH THUS FAS. 


i« Bonte Imt* This City—The Com- 
traeta Let and the Work 
Undertaken. 


The completion of the extension of the 
U tah C entral road to Barstow. establish­ 
ing a connection w ith the Union Fa- 
wide, is a m atter of snch param ount im­ 
portance in the development of this 
•action of the State that a review of the 
■ttaation and a atatem ent of the con­ 
dition in which th e undertaking stands, 
although som ething of a repetition of 
what baa already been published, may 
■everthelesB prove acceptable to many 
leaders. 
The fact th at it was the Union Pacific 
which was behind the effort to bring 
about a railway connection between this 
city and Salt Lake was first made public 
by an article appearing in the H erald 
<ji January 5th, 1389, at whioh time 
Mayor Bryson 
signed 
the franchise 
granting a right of way through the city 
fa L. F. Scott and J . M. Marble. Exactly 
w hat relation this particnlar franchise 
bears to the connection which is now 
being bnilt is still a mystery. 
The 
holders of the franchise in*ist that when 
arrangem ents are finally completed it 
w ill be found that th e new road will run 
ewer the line specified in their contract. 
I t is asserted by others who claim to 
have good grounds for what they say, 
that the franchise was obtained with a 
view to compelling the Union Pacific to 
•aospt it whenever th e connection should 
h a put through into the city. W ithin a 
lew m onths facts are likely to come to 
light which will clear up this question. 
I t does not constitute a material point, as 
there are several other means at hand by 
which the road can get into this city.

Owing to the 
fact th at the greatest difficulty which a 
railroad is likely to experience in getting 
s right of way will occur in getting into a 
city, that particular part of its move- 
anents is the one which is most zealously 
t e t a secret. 
# o r nearly nine months after the ob­ 
taining of this franchise into the city by 
Mesara. Scott & Marble, for a road call­ 
ing iteelf the Los Angeles and Utah, 
nothing was done and no new facta were 
developed. 
People in this city and at 
the other end of the line began to get 
dieconraged and believe that the whole 
thing was a mistaken rumor, with no 
basis in fact. Some of the newspapers of 
the town began to scoff at the undertak­ 
ing, and declared th a t the city had been 
doped. All this tim e the Union Pacific 
was holding back to complete its connec­ 
tions at the other end—from Omaha to 
Chicago. To compete with the Southern 
Pacific, its old enemy, or the Santa Fe, a

The 
traffic combination re­ 
cently effected w ith the Northwestern 
placed the Union Pacific in a position to 
psah on to this Coaet, and the undertak­ 
ing was immediately resnmed. 
On the 10th of last month the first 
reliable cine was obtained in the arrival 
in this city of V. G. Bogue, the engineer 
in chief of the Union Pacific, and H. M. 
M cCartney, the resident engineer of the 
road at Salt Lake City. They made the 
trip from Milford to Barstow in a wagon. 
While they were here they visited Re­ 
dondo and San Pedro. I t was then 
learned th at it was the intention of the 
coed to push the new connection as 
rapidly as possible, and that it would be 
completed inside of two years. Redondo, 
it was ascertained, wonld probably serve 
as its port on the Coast. 
Since that tim e the statem ents pub­ 
lished on reliable but unofficial author­ 
ity have been entirely confirmed by 
statem ents coming direct from head­ 
quarters in Associated Press telegrams. 
T he contract for the first section of the 
road has been let to Collins & Kirk­ 
patrick, an Omaha firm of graders, and 
the work has begun. News has 'also 
been received in the shape of a private 
telegram from Mr. Bogne that the con­ 
tracts have been drawn for the second sec­ 
tion of the road and th at work will be 
began on th at as soon as possible. 
The peculiar position which the Union 
Pacific occupies with regard to its land 
grants makes it impossible for tbat road 
to enter into any new undertakings. For 
that reason this road hos legally nothing 
whatever to do with the Union Pacific. 
It is an extension of the U tah Central, a 
road which runs from Ogden south to 
Prisco, a distance of 280 miles. The 
directors and chief stockholders in this 
line are all connected with the Union 
Pacific. 
Milford, the point from which the new 
connection starts, is about seventeen 
m iles back from Frisco. The reason 
the new road does not start from 
Frisco is that the latter place is up on a 
h ill and involves making a considerable 
c a t through the grade. 
From Milford the first section of the 
road runs to Pioche, in Nevada, a dis­ 
tance of about 160 miles. The route 
from Pioche on is not yet known to a 
certainty, but it is believed to extend to 
th e southeast to the Spanish crossing on 
th s Muddy river, and thence to Yegas, a 
point about forty miles from the Cali­ 
fornia State line. This is the second 
section of 115 miles, for which the con­ 
tract Is now about to be let.

POLICE STATISTICS. 


A m o u n t o f W o rk P e rfo rm ed D u rin g 
th e Y ear. 
Secretary Curran, of the Police De­ 
partment, has prepared an exhaustive 
report of the work done by the depart­ 
ment daring the past eleven months, 
from January 1st to November 30th in­ 
clusive, which will be presented by the 
Chief to the Mayor and Council at to 
day’s meeting. The following extracts 
are taken frem it: The police force con­ 
sists of 92 persons, including both Chief 
and Police Matron. Daring the period 
above mentioned 3,407 arrests have been 
made for various oflenses, 935 jurors 
have been summoned, 1,586 subpoenas 
and 481 warrants served. Of the 3,407 
persons arrested, 2 971 were convicted 
before the Police Judges. 52 were held 
to answer to the Superior Court, and 384 
were acquitted. 
That the detective department hoe 
not been idle may be gathered from the 
fact tbat 590 arrests were made by the 
city “ HawkehaweB” and $6,397.75 worth 
of stolen property was recovered. 
The amounts collected on delinquent 
licenses aggregate $1,772 65; but, owing 
to the action of the Board of Police 
Commissioners in obliging every saloon­ 
keeper to pay np promptly, under penalty 
of revocation, the delinquencies have 
been gradually decreasing since July 
last, until they amounted to only $4 )a3t 
month. 
The cash bail deposits made oy per­ 
sons arrested and taken to the Police 
Station amounted to $15,026.95, all of 
which was turned over to the Police 
Judges, while $1,654 65 was paid in fines 
by prisoners after the issuance of their 
commitments. The number of meals 
furnished to the city prisoners 
was 
23,567, at a cost of $2,945.87. The Chief 
recommends tbat in futuro the food for 
the prisoners be cooked at the jail, as he 
is satisfied that by so doing a great sav­ 
ing of the city funds can be effected. 
The number of days worked by the 
chain-gang amounted to 3,261, at an 
equivalent of $1 per diem. In addition 
to the ordinary duties performed by the 
department, the following miscellaneous 
services were rendered: Stray 6tock 
caught up and cared for, 247; lodgers ac­ 
commodated, 296; lost children returned 
to parents, 104; persons taken to station 
for medical treatment, 256, of whom 64 
were conveyed to their homes in the pa­ 
trol wagon. This necessary adjunct to 
the department has conveyed 1,408 pris­ 
oners to the station, traveling 1,224 
miles. 
The report closes with an interesting 
comparativa table of nine of the princi­ 
pal cities of the United States and Los 
Angeles.

placed in the hall, and on W ednesday 
morning the children came one by one, 
bringing their articles for exhibition. 
The happy, self-satisfied expression of 
these youthful exhibitors bb they bore 
trium phantly the work of their own 
hands and brains was enough to warm a 
h eart of stone. It was very interesting 
to see the various directions in which 
the children’s tastes had led them. 
One 
boy 
brohght 
a 
complete 
windmill three feet high, neatly painted; 
another had a machine illustrating his 
struggles w ith the theory of perpetual 
m otion; a third displayed a steam en­ 
gine ; a boy of 6 years exhibited a nicely 
frosted cake of his own m aking; a tiny 
little girl made a pie, another doughnuts, 
while there was an endless variety of 
needlework, and some very creditable 
pieces of drawing and painting. 
Little 
Jean H enry, 7 years of age, showed a 
dress for herself made altogether by her 
hands, and having ten 
button-holos. 
A rthur Jessup made a toilet case of 
scroll-saw w ork; Fred Stewart, a neat 
hand-m ade writing desk. 
Parents and 
friends were invited to inspect this ex­ 
hibit, and were further entertained with 
literary exercises and choruses by the 
pupils. 
Such occasions are great in­ 
centives to the children and a gratifica­ 
tion to the teachers, while they bring 
into closer sym pathy children, teachers 
and parents.

Lom bard, the President of the 
society, is doe the suggestion of this 
worthy enterprise. 
The citizens re­ 
sponded loyally to th e call, and thus 
w ith a few hours’ labor th e forbidding 
naked lots were transform ed into 
a 
beautiful park, m any ornam ental fruit 
and shade troea having been planted; 
as also callas and other flowers. 
The second lecture of 
the Friends’ 
Academy course was delivered last Sat­ 
urday evening by Professor George Coe. 
of the Chair of History and Literature in 
the University of Southern California. 
The professor aptly chose the subject of 
“ Culture” upon which to address the 
people. 
In a striking way h e showed 
the difference wrought in a m an by cul­

Incorporated private schools have a 
place in public records. 
Parochial schools 
generally render 
stated reports to some controlling body. 
Unincorporated private schools form a 
considerable 
elem ent 
of 
usefulness 
hitherto unmeasured. It is desirable to 
gather reports of the num ber of teachers 
and pupils iu such schools, without 
troubling them for th e financial state­ 
m ents that schools supported by public 
lunde owe to the taxpayers. 
The enum erators of population will 
report each person who has attended 
school within the year, and whether at a 
public or at a private school; and, for all 
persons ten years of age and over, those 
who can read and write. This will be 
more than has been done heretofore. 
Other educational 
statistics m ust be 
reached by different methods, in which 
everyone interested may render some 
aid. 
Any lists of private ochools, no m atter 
how brief, or names of single schools, no 
m atter how Lumble, open in any part of 
the present school year, w ith the address 
of the principal teacher of each, will be 
of assistance to this office.

polemics and to turn on th e common 
enemy. 
Poland and Austria were often 
a t outs, but they managed to get pretty 
eloee together when the Turk was at the 
gates of Vienna, and waa likely soon to 
be in Warsaw. 


A H c w a r k a k l u U o a k , 
A noteworthy book of the day has re­ 
cently made its appearance from the pen 
of Cardinal Gibbons, of Baltimore. It 
is called “ Our Christian H eritage,” and 
its aim is to establish the truth of Chris­ 
tianity. As the writer says in his open­ 
ing chapter, it is in no sense polemical. 
To quote his own w ords: “ I t does not 
“ deal with the controversies which have 
“ agitated the C hristian world since the 
“ roligious convulsion of the sixteenth 
“ oentnry. It does not, therefore, aim at 
“ vindicating the claim s of the Catholic 
“ Church as superior to those of th e sep­ 
” ara ted branches of C hristianity.” The 
•ard iñ al expressly disclaims any hostil­ 
ity to his Protestant brethren, but earn­ 
estly invites their assistance against the 
common foe—the infidel and the agnos­ 
tic. H e plants himself upon the broad 
ground that all Christian denomina­ 
tions alike are interested in estab­ 
lishing the divinity of Jesus Christ. 
T he work is fascinating from the opening 
chapter to the last. Its literary style is 
adm irable, the learning brought to bear 
apon the subject is various, profound, 
recondite and convincing. The old and 
the new testam ent, the poets, philoso­ 
phers and theologians, both of ancient 
and modern tim es, are ransacked for 
evidences of the universal belief in a 
God, and the argum ents for the divinity 
of Christ possess a force highly confirma­ 
tory of the faith of a believer, calculated 
to shake the disbelief of an infidel and 
to disturb the complacency of an agnostic. 
The charms of rhetoric are employed by 
the writer with unsurpassed skill, and 
while there is no parade of erudition 
there is a perfect well spring of learning 
underlying his argum ent. It is a book 
not to be nnderestimated from any intel­ 
ligent point of view. Even the robust 
and flippant wit 
of an Ingeraoll is 
powerless 
to 
destroy 
the 
force of 
this calm, 
elcqnent 
and admirably 
sustained argum ent for a God and for 
a revelation. 
After reading it an infidel 
may remain an infidel etill, and an ag­ 
nostic may cieave to his agnosticism ; 
but if any m an were wavering on the 
confines of eith9r, and were to come 
across this work, it wculd in all proba­ 
bility determine him to be a believer, 
certainly so in nine cases out of ten. 
Speaking of his Protestant fellow citi­ 
zens in connection with their common 
battle, the Cardinal says: “ I am glad to 
4'acknowledge th a t most of the topics 
“ discussed io th is little volnme have 
“ often found, and still find able and 
“ aealous advocates in Protestant writ- 
"era.” 
And again: “ A nd far from 
“ despising or rejecting their support, I 
“ would gladly hold out to them the 
“ right hand of fellowship, oo long as 
“ they unite with as in striking the com- 
“ men foe. 
It is pleasant to be able to 
“ stand sometimes on the same platform 
“ with onr old antagonists.” 
These are enlightened sentim ents, and 
ore underlaid by a profound truth. 
Christianity needs the arm s of all her 
doughty chamDions in this day and 
generation, whether they were wont, in 
th e old days, to swear by the D jnai or 
the King Jam es version of the new testa­ 
m ent. The cause of unbelief is making 
converts by the hundreds of thousands 
in every decade. 
We do not alinde to 
th e bold and trncnlent people of the 
Ingersoll type—hardy bloviatora 
and 
blatant propagandists of infidelity, but to 
tboee who, all things considered, would 
rather be C hristians than not, b at who 
aiaiDly cannot briog themselves to ac­ 
cept any creed. This indifferent class 
d o not stand around and bellow out their 
lack of faith. They are very quiet about 
it; and, in general, one has to be very 
intirqate with them before one finds oat 
their views. Perhaps the interlocutor is 
himself of the same way of thinking, and 
a chance word reveals tholr eommuuity 
of idea, and confidences follow. 
These 
people 
do 
not 
seek, unlike those 
of 
the 
ingersoll 
type, 
to 
make 
proselytes to 
infidelity or agnostic­ 
ism . 
On the contrary, they would 
n o t for the world disturb any one's gen- 
nine belief, and look upon the existence 
of each a state of m ind with a lively aad 
sym pathetic interest. They simply can’t 
believe and don’t believe, and there 
An end. 
U nless som ething is done to remedy 
this state of things, fifty years will see a 
m ajority of the American people agnos­ 
tics—at least a big m aj irity of the mas­ 
culine portion of th e population. I t is 
high time th a t a jjinfc crusade—intel­ 
lectual, of course—such as that Cardinal 
Gibbons suggests, should be undertaken 
by all Christian denom inations if they 
desire to hold the fort. Christianity is 
absolutely stronger, richer, m ore infla 
•n tisl than it haa ever been in the 
U nited Slates, b at relatively it is not. 
The ratio is ru nning heavily against the* 
believer. 
U nder snch circumstances, as 
the Cardinal suggests, it is well to drop

What Congress Will Do This 
Week.

The m an is now living who will see the 
day when, from the northern lim its of 
Mono county to the edge of the great 
Lower California Desert, a m an may ride 
the whole stretch of that country and 
never get out of the sound of a quartz 
mill. 
The latest mining discovery is on 
the Colorado river, in San Bernardino 
county, details of which appear else­ 
where. 
W hen it was attem pted to get 
up a great excitem ent in Los Angeles 
about the Santa Clara placers cf Lower 
California the H ebald advised those 
who were adventurously inclined to sta} 
at home and prospect their own country. 
It assured them th a t there was no need 
of going into Mexico to find mines—that 
better ones and more of them lay ready 
to their hands right at home. From 
this time on we may expect to hear of a 
constant succession of discoveries along 
the route by which the Salt Lake road 
will approach Loe Angeles. The great 
richness of that section has been known 
for years, b at the difficulties of transpor­ 
tation and consequent great expense of 
development have caused them to lie 
dorm ant. 
Another 
great 
center 
of 
m ining exploitation 
will be aroand 
P anam int 
and Darwin, 
where 
in­ 
num erable 
lodes 
of 
great 
value 
will 
be 
developed 
when 
the 
Carson and Colorado Railway makes a 
connection w ith this city, and even be­ 
fore. The air is fairly scintiliant with 
hints of a coming mining revival in 
Southern California, Southwestern Ne­ 
vada and Southwestern U tah, in which 
Los Angeles will also participate, and in 
all of which ehe will be the beneficiary. 
In mining as in agriculture, while North­ 
ern California led the way, Southern 
California will achieve a record, though 
different, quice as brilliant. 
The a b ­ 
sence or scarcity of running Btreams, and 
the qnick evaporation incident to onr 
climate, made placer m ining a difficult 
and unprofitable pursuit in Southern 
California, but the lodes of silver and 
gold are here, and as rich as any on the 
Coast, and qnite as perm anent. We 
shall not only witness a boom in the 
precious m etals in Southern California, 
but the cheap coal of U tah will result in 
the establishm ent of Bmelting works here 
in the not distant future. 
M eanwhile, a 
prospecting work is going on which will 
provide illim itable supplies of pay ore 
when that happy day shall arrive. 
There are thousands of people residing 
in Los Angeles today who know nothing 
of the immense shipm ents of bnllion that 
formerly passed through this city to San 
Pedro from the Cerro Gordo mines in 
Inyo county. 
Countless mule teams 
were engaged in freighting between the 
camps 
of 
the 
Messrs. 
Belehaw A 
Beaudry and 
L03 Angeles, 
bringing 
down massy ingots of mixed lead and 
silver, to be carried to San Pedro, to be 
thence shipped to San Francisco for re ­ 
duction. For many years this business 
was the m ainstay of the prosperity of 
this city. 
There are still other thou­ 
sands of our new people who are not 
aware that an extensive trade 
once 
existed between Los Angeles and Salt 
Lake City. 
It is a most auspicious sign 
of onr future that these stream s of 
wealth are again about to turn this way, 
although this tim e, under differed! con­ 
ditions, we shall not ship theBe ores to 
other points for reduction. 
Los Angeles, 
like Denver, will soon be a great sm elt­ 
ing center. The ores that will 'poor into 
this city from Southern California, South­ 
western Nevada and Southwestern U tah 
will be m et by another stream from Ari­ 
zona that will fnrni6h the fluxes which 
will adm it of the cheap and easy reduc­ 
tion of the rebellious ore of the former 
section. 
W hen once they reach Los An­ 
geles they will be encountered by the 
competing cheap coal of 
Utah and 
Alaska. 
But a brief space of time 
separates this pen pictnre from fruition.

It is thhught 
a joint resolution will be introduced and 
pressed to prompt passage to provide for 
the paym ent of the lost salaries, though 
there are intimations that this will m eet 
with determined opposition. 
In former years it was the custom to 
permit Representatives to introduce bills 
before the com mittees were appointed, 
but this led to such confnsion in the 
docketiDg 
of measures 
that in the 
Fiftieth Congress the practice was dis­ 
continued, and it is hardly probable that 
it will be re-eatablishod. 
There is reason to believe that instead 
of waiting, as usual, to complete the 
entire list of committees, Speaker Reed 
will announce several of the more im ­ 
portant committees this week. 
Until 
these are announced, however, ehort 
sessions and long recesses may be ex­ 
pected. 
Wednesday a t the capital will be de­ 
voted to a programme of exercises comrae- 
mora’ive of the centennial celebration of 
tbp inauguration of George Washington 
The Senate and Honse will assemble to­ 
gether in the hall of the House, and 
there will be 
music, prayer by the 
Chaplain of the Senate, an address by 
Chief Justice Fuller and a benediction by 
the Chaplain of the House. These ex ­ 
ercises are to be attended by the Presi­ 
dent and his Cabinet, the 
Supreme 
Court, the delegates to the Pan-Ameri­ 
can and International Maritime Con­ 
ferences, and other officials. 
It is not expected that any business of 
importance will be completed in the 
Senate this week. 
Bills will be intro­ 
duced and referred, and some of the 
committees 
will 
begin their regular 
work. 
Tomorrow the Republican Cau­ 
cus Committee on Committees will meet, 
and they expect to conclude the work of 
re-arrangement at that session, so as to 
report to the caucus Taesday. 
Action 
probably will be taken upon the nomi­ 
nations sent in by th e President last 
week.

Brewer. 


T h a t W indom’s silver policy is to b e 
forced on the country if possible is made 
decidedly evident by the views of one of 
b il subordinates as they appear in our 
Washington dispatches of this morning. 
It is an insidious plan to bring silver coin 
into disrepute under the guise of a 
friendly interest in the metal. President 
H arrison’s message leaves no room for 
doubt as to his real views on silver. 
He 
is against it in all forms. So is Windom 
at heart, and so is all this Administration. 
It is a W all-street programme to the core. 
Windom’s plan is radically unconstitu­ 
tional, but that little drawback has never 
given any serious trouble to the genuine 
Republican of post-bellum days. The 
founders of the party and the leaders of 
it in its early days were very often 
guided by the Constitution. The later 
directors of the party in its radical 
schemes have found that instrum ent a 
thorn in their sides, and as a result have 
no respect for it. Still the Democrats in 
the two Houses of Congress will prob­ 
ably find sufficient support among W est­ 
ern Republicans to not only maintain 
silver in its present status, but even to 
force some farther reoognition of its 
rights.

the 12th of October, 1892; that the Presi­ 
dent of the United States, through the 
D epartm ent of State, shall invite the 
participation of all nations cf the world 
and all the States- and Territories of the 
United States, and that the President of 
the United Státes especially invite the 
Presidents of the eighteen American sis­ 
ter republics, the King of Italy, the 
Queen of Spain and the Presidents and 
reigning Sovereigns of all the other 
nations, to visit the United States in 
1892, and join with him in the ceremon­ 
ies attending the unveiÜDg of said Btatue 
of Christopher Columbus.

D ire c to r o f th e M in t Leech H e a r tily 
E n d o r ie i I t. 
W a sh in g t o n , December 8.—-Director 
of the Mint Leech, in an interview today 
on the subject of Secretary Windom’s 
proposed silver meaeure, said it com­ 
mends itself to his judgm ent as the best 
plan for the present utilization of silver, 
and contains in itself a solution of the 
silver problem. 
“ It will afford. I be­ 
lieve,” says Leech, “ a ready m arket for 
the surplus silver product of the world, 
the normal effect of which will be to 
gradually and perm anently enhance the 
value oí silver, until it reaches a point 
so nearly corresponding with its value in 
coinage that we can with safety do away 
with all temporary measures and restore 
the law as it existed from the foundation 
of the Government to 1873. 
“ It is a curious fact that papers repre­ 
senting the extrem e gold sentiment at 
the East and the extrem e silver men of 
the W est should both oppose the plan, 
and for diametrically different reasons— 
the former because it proposes to utilize 
silver more fully aa money, and the latter 
because they say it degrades silver to the 
level of a commodity. 
With regard to 
the latter objection, I fail to see how it is 
any more degrading to silver to receive 
it in unlimited quantities and issue notes 
upon it redeemable at the option of the 
holder in full legal tender dollars, than 
the present law to bay silver as u com­ 
m .-dity. 
“ The proposition to Issue certificate* 
on silver bullion is not new, but has 
been advocated in Congress in various 
forms by the most advanced silver men. 
In the same manner it h&9 been repeat­ 
edly proposed in Congress tq issue certi­ 
ficates on gold bullion, and in my judg­ 
m ent this proposition should become a 
law. I believe It would have been rec­ 
ommended by the present Secretary of 
the Treasury but for the fact that he did 
not wish to entangle the present meas­ 
ure with any other proposition. 
Gold' 
bars are used more extensively in the 
settlem ent of international balances than, 
coin. 
Why is it hot just as degrading to 
make paym ents in gold bars instead of, 
gold coin m it would be to receive silver- 


bars and issue a representative of coin 
opon it?” 
“ The plan proposed by the Secretary is 
far more advantageous to the silver pro­ 
ducers than the enforcement of the ex­ 
treme lim it of the present law,for the fol­ 
lowing reaeons: 
Because under its op­ 
eration more than $4,C00,000 worth per 
mouth could ba received. Any restric­ 
tion acts as a menace to the price of sil­ 
ver. Increased coinage under the pres­ 
ent law would not continue indefinitely, 
and it would be only a question of time 
when it would have to be discontinued. 
By supplying an unlimited market for the 
product cf silver, it leaves it open to all 
the natural operations of the law of sup­ 
ply and demand. 
The tendeney of this 
will be to gradually and permanently en­ 
hance its value, thus enabling producers 
to realize a large price for their product. 
At the samo time it will m aterially en­ 
hance the intrinsic value of the large 
etock of silver in circulation in this 
country, either as coin or its repiepenta- 
tivo. 
“ I believe the adoption of the m eas­ 
ure recommended 
by the Secretary 
would in a few years so enhance the 
value of silver that an international 
agreement looking to the opening of the 
mints of the world, or at least the states 
of the Latin union and the countries of 
this continent, to the free coinage of 
silver at a fixed ratio, would not only be 
possible but desirable and readily accom­ 
plished. 
“ So far as concerns the criticism that 
the plan would make a large addition to 
our paper currency based on silver, and 
thereby imperil the continuance of the 
gold standard, it m ust be evident to 
everyone that the predom inant senti­ 
ment of the country is in favor of the use 
of silver as money, and the only thing to 
bo considered i s : W hat is the best way 
to safely use it? ”

Atrato has arrived with advices from Rio 
de Janeiro, which confirm the state­ 
m ents that the revolution in Brazil was 
precipitated by th e attem pt of tbe Gov­ 
ernm ent to remove disaffected troopB 
stationed at 
Rio de Janeiro to tbe 
Provinces. The revolt was confined to 
the m ilitary and students. 
General Da 
Fonseca, the head of the Provisional 
Government,in a message sent by him to 
Dom Pedro on November 16th, said: 
“ The democratic eentim ent cf the nation 
combined with resentm ent at systematic 
representative measures of th e G overn­ 
ment against the arm y and navy, and the 
spoliation of their rights, have brought 
about a revolution. In the face of this 
situation tbo preeence of th e imperial 
family in the country is impossible 
Yielding therefore to the exigencies of 
tho natural voice,the Provisional Govern­ 
m ent is compelled to request you to 
Isave Braziliun territory with your family 
w ithin twenty-four hours. The country 
expects th at you will know how to 
im itate tbe exam ple set by the first Em ­ 
peror of Brazil on April 7, 1831.” 
ANOTHER EXILE. 
The order of expulsion is extended to 
Admiral Prince Augustus of Coburg, 
com mander of a Brazilian ironclad which 
is expected to reach European waters 
shortly, via the Suez canal. 


h o w t h e o v e r t h r o w w a s a c c o m p l is h e d , 
Comte d ’E u, in an interview today oq 
tbe situation in Brazil, said the Republi­ 
cans there were few in num ber, but they 
profited by th e abolition oí slavery. The 
Republicans pretended that the abolition 
of slavery was entirely due to the throne. 
Meanwhile the army had become tyran­ 
nical and insolent, and the only means of 
checking it was to revive tbe G arde Na- 
tionale,w hich has always been a con­ 
servative body, the crown nominating 
its officers. The Government therefore 
resolved to create a regim ent in Rio ds 
Janeiro, whereupon the 
Republicans 
spread the report that the authorities in­ 
tended to revive the Garde Natiqnale 
generally, and to check and disarm the 
regular arm y. 
Tbe military thereupon 
decided to revolt under the leadership of 
G eneral Fonseca, who is a weak man and 
easily managed.

Regarding the prospect of the restor­ 
ation of the Em pire, Comte d ’E u said 
Brazil was too far from Europe, and a 
m an was wanted who could bring the 
arm y around to the Em pire. If the Em ­ 
peror had appeared on the streets when 
the rebellion broke out the crowd would 
have cheered him . Now it was too late. 


CENSORSHIP OF THE CABLES. 
An Englishm an, the agent of an im ­ 
portant English bank at Rio de Janeiro, 
who was aboard the Atrato, s a id : “ The 
telegraph was seized ; no messages were 
delivered, not even those addressed to 
tbe B ritish Consol. 
I went to the con­ 
sulate at 10 o’clock in tho m orning, and 
was stopped by soldiers, Mr. Nicolini, 
tho ac’ing British Consul, was stopped 
also. 
Wo feared exchange would fall to 
nothing.but the Provisional Government 
notified tbe English hank managers that 
if they allowed exchange to fall their 
establishm ent would be suppressed. 
COWARDICE OF THE IMPERIALISTS. 
“ Nothing conld exceed the feeling of 
kindness which everyone, including the 
provisional M inisters, entertained toward 
the Em peror, but tho cowardice of thoee 
who ought to have resisted was con­ 
tem ptible. The wealthier classes were 
timorous rather than indifferent. The 
only possible secessionist, movement will 
be from the Germans. The Government 
has provided against the publication of 
anything unfavorable to it, or disquiet­ 
ing. Even telegrams to foreign Ministers 
were qnietly suppressed. The Rio Legis­ 
lature on the 18th approved the recon­ 
struction of the constitution on th e basis 
of a thorough democracy. 
The same 
day was a public holiday throughout 
Brazil.”

SHOOTING OF THE MINISTER OF MARINE. 
The M inister of M arine, at the head of 
a small body of sailors and marines; 
tried to suppress w hat be believed to be 
a revolt ol infantry at their barracks, but 
the marines fraternized with the rebels, 
who eum m ored the M inister to sur­ 
render. This he refused to do point 
blank1, and tried to draw tjis revolver. 
I he aoldiers immediately shot him down 
in 
the preeence of another General 
standing at his side. 
The disaffected troops anticipated that 
the Government would move against 
them , nnd at the head of two regiments 
of cavalry and a battery of artillery Da 
Fonseca surrounded the Santa Ana bar­ 
racks, w here the M inisters had assem­ 
bled.

Te’egram s were printed in th e Rio pa­ 
pers to try and show that Europe was 
approving the cbaDge of the regime. 
A 
'elegrain dated London, November 19th 
from the Rothschilds to th e Finance 
M inister was published in English and 
Portuguese. It expressed. th e Roths­ 
childs’ unfeigned satisfaction, with the 
assurance to the Government that they 
would adhere to all contracts and also 
hoped that the Government would strain 
every nerve to m aintain the entire vaBt 
dominions of Brazil. 
The Commercio d}Oporto publishes a 
dispatch from Rio de Janeiro dated De­ 
cember 8th, which states th a t Barbosa, 
Minister of Finance, had resigned, and 
had been replaced by Senator Saldanhu 
Mar inha.
